Secrecy,’ 
U.S. Says 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-U P)— 
The United States Monday dis- 
counted Russia’s decision to halt 


temporarily its nuclear tests, 
without waiting for interna- 
tional agreement. The State 


Department said Russia's action 
offered the world no assurance 
against cheating on a test ban. 

The Department said Russia’s 
unilateral but temporary ban 
“ean be evaded in secrecy and 
altered at will.” 


It eald the Free World should 
not give up its collective ca- 
pacity to defend itseif merely in 
exchange for a Soviet promise. 

A statement issued by the 
State Department and approv- 
ed Dv President Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower called on Russia to 
negotiate on disarmament 
through the United Nations and 
to stop flouting the world or- 
ganization. 


There was no reference to 
the forthcoming U.S. tests in 
Monday's State Department 
statement. 


It was prepared in advance 
and read to reporters about an 
hour after Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko announc- 
ed in Moscow Russia's decision 
temporarily to halt all nuclear 
weapons testing. 


“Tt is elemental that free na- 
tions which want to remain free 
will not, and should not, forego 
their indispensible collective 
capacity ... against aggression 
merely in reliance on a Soviet 
statement of intention for which 
there is no system of verifica- 
tien, which can be evaded in 
secrecy and altered at will,” the 
United States said, 

“~The United States again calls 
on the Soviet Union to deal with 
the vital problem of disarma- 
ment in an orderly way, in ac- 
cordance with the U.N. Char- 
ter, to which the signature of 
the Soviet Union is affixed.” 


*‘Peace-Loving Image’ 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States Monday question- 
ed the reliability of Russia’s one- 
country stop order on nuclear 
bomb tests, and called on the 
Kremlin to operate in that 
field in an “orderly” manner 
uncer the United Nations. 


A US. State Department 
statement noted the United Na- 
tions recently approved over- 
whelmingly “a comprehensive 
first-stage disarrnament propo- 
sal and called on the nations 
concerned to begin at once 
technical studies as to how 
these proposals might be car- 
ried out.” 


The quick State Department 
response to Monday's Moscow 
announcement said: “The So 
viet Statement comes on the 
heels of an intensive series of 
secret Soviet tests.” 

It said Soviet official propa- 
ganda “incessantly seeks to 
create abroad the image of a 
peace-loving Soviet Govern- 
ment.” 

The statement added: “But 
that same Government openly 
defies the United Nations with 
respect to both the substance 
amd the procedure of disarma- 
ment.” 

That was a reference to the 
Kremlin action in boycotting 
the _ Disarmament Commission 
set up by the U.N. General As- 


sembly. 
The U.S. statment said the 
U.N. proposals include the 


studies needed for a supervised 
suspension of nuclear testing. 

“The United States stands 
ready imstantiy to respond to 
that resolution,” the statement 
said. “But the Soviet Union 
refuses to comply.”

West Big Three Send 
One-Page Summit Note 


PARIS (AP)—The Western 
Big Three—with the full back- 
ing of their NATO allies—Mon- 
day sent a note to Russia agree- 
ing to a summit conference, if 
diplomatic negotiations and a 
Foreign Minister meeting comes 
first, diplomats here said. 


The new Western note reaf- 
firmed the view of the United 
States that any summit con- 
ference must be preceded by 
adequate preparation and have 
some chances of success on at 
least some points.

The councl! also adopted a list 
of four major topics for the 1958 
conference at Rio de Janeiro in 
July: 

1. Strengthening of peace, in- 
cluding the problem of nuclear 
weapons aru tests, and the de- 
sirability of a permanent inter- 
national police force, 2, Princt 
ples governing the investment 
of private, governmental or in- 
ternational capital in under 
developed lands, 3. Freedom of 
the press, Information and cul- 
tural exchanges. 4. Develop- 
ment of representative arsem- 
biies In non-self-governing terri- 
tories. 

These were all based on draft 
resolutions worked out during 
the past week by the union's 
five committees,

Of the total food ifports, rice 
will account for 132,000 tons, 
wheat 1,253,000 tons, barley 
390,000 tons, soybeans 335,000 
tons, sugar 540,000 tons and salt 
1,060,000 tons. 


Rice imports willl show a 
slight inerease over the last 
six-month term and include a 


substantial amount from Com- 
munist China. The amount of 
soybean imports from the Chi- 
nese Continent is expected to 
increase sharply. 

The amount of raw cotton im- 
ports will total 962,000 bales and 
raw wool 350,000 bales. The 
yearly volume of import of 
these goods was set at some 2 
million and 850,000 bales, respec- 
tively. The yearly amount of 
raw cotton imports was 100,000 
baies less than fiscal 1957. 

Scrap iron to be imported in 
the April-September period will 
total 790,000 tons plus some 
200,000 tons under the automatic 
approval system. 

Main features of the new for- 
eign exchange budget follow: 

1. To stabilize the steel and 
textile markets, which have 
been affected by the current de- 
flationary trend, from the phase 
of import, foreign exchange al- 
locations for raw cotton and 
wool as well as coal and scrap 
iron were reduced considerably. 

2. Imports of coal and heavy 
oll were aiso cut down with a 
view to maintaining the 56-mil) 
lion-ton coal production level for 
fiseal 1958 and to eliminating 
the present trend of oversupply 
as well as curtailing oil imports. 

3. The amount of reserve 
funds was increased to $150 mil- 
lion from the previous six- 
month term's $80 million in 
view of possible improvement 
of business conditions and re 
sultant increase in demand for 
raw materials. 

4. As for the nation’s ex- 
ternal account for fiscal 1958, 
which has great bearing on for- 
eign trade, it was estimated that 
a receipts excess of $150 million 
would be scored during the 
April-September period. 

Exports during this period 
were estimated to be $1,500 mil- 
lion and imports at $1,430 mil- 
lion to $1,450 million. ; 

Finance Minister Hisato Ichi- 
mada yesterday said the Govern- 
ment reduced foreign currency 
budget appropriations for im- 
port of raw cotton and raw wool 
for the first half of fiscal 195% but 
would increase the appropria- 
tions for this purpose in the 
second half-year. 

Ichimada made the statement 
after a conference of economic 
ministers yesterday morning 
finalized the foreign currency 
budget for the first half of fiscal 
1958. 

Miriister of International 
Trade and Industry Shigesaburo 
Maeo said the appropriations for 
import of fibers, oil and others 
were cut down as much as pos- 
sible in view of the declining 
trend in imports and as a means 
of coping with the business re- 
cession. 

However, Maéo said, the bud- 
get provides a fat reserve fund 
to enable the Government to 
operate the budget elasticalN 

The amount of invisible trade 
payments for the April-Septem- 
ber period showed a drop of $11 
million from the same period of 
fiscal 1957, but, as compared

year, it was $39 million more. 

In the allocation of funds, 
special emphasis was placed on 
the promotion of exports. Funds 
for public relations activities and 
for the Japan External Trade 
Recovery Organization (JETRO) 
were increased.

readiness to agree to this, al- 
though such steps by the three 
who have created nuclear 
weapons would undoubtedly be 
received with gratitude by all 
mankind,” 


jromyko said “some leaders 
in the West, particularily in the 
United States of America, see 
in the stopping of atomic weap- 
on tests a danger to the econ- 
omies of the Western coun- 
tries. 

“Any danger to the Western 
economies lies not in the stop- 
ping of nuclear tests or an end 
to the armaments race but in 
the militarization at present 
gripping the whole of the econ- 
omies of countries belonging to 
the Atlantic bloc... 

“The U.S. atomic and hydro- 
gen bomb has not saved 5,300,- 
000 Americans from unemploy- 
ment today.” 


Gromyko minimized what he 


described as British and 
French arguments that the 
tests could not be halted be- 


cause these two countries need- 
ed time to catch up. 


“It is strange, but it is a 
fact,” claimed Gromyko, “that 
France is against the agree- 
ment on the ending of nuclear 
Weapon tests and nobody 
knows why. 

“It is difficult to believe but 
it seems that among those who 
today determine the policy of 
France there are indeed people 
who seriously think that the 
national interests of this coun- 
try require that she should 
join the nuclear armaments 
race and begin to spend her 
economic resources for this 
purpose.” 

Then Gromyko announced the 
Soviet Union's decision to halt 
further tests of nuclear weap- 
ons. 

“Endeavoring in every way to 
contribute to the great aim of 
ridding mankind from the 
threat of atomic war, the USSR 
Council of Ministers submits for 
the USSR Supreme Soviet's ex- 
amination a proposal that, as a 
first step along this path, the 
Soviet Union should unilateral- 
ly cease making tests of all 
forms of atomic and hydrogen 
weapons. 

“The ending of the testing of 
atomic and hydrogen weapons 
can and must be that first step, 
that gesture of mutual trust be- 
tween powers for which all peo- 
ples long so much. 

“At the present time there ex- 
ist the essential international 
conditions in order that the 
question of ending tests of atom- 
ic and hydrogen weapons be at 
last settled. 

“It seems that the time is 
not far off when governments 
of the Western powers will no 
longer be able to oppose the uni- 
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versal demand to put an end to 
nuclear teste. 

“If the U.S.A. and Britain join 
the Soviet Union and in their 
turn accept the decision to cease 
the tests of atomic and hydro- 
gen weapons, then the question 
profoundiy worrying the pco- 
ples today will at last find this 
solution: an end will be put to 
experimental explosions of nu- 
clear weapons everywhere and 
forever. 

“Naturally if the govern- 
ments of other countries pos- 
sessing nuclear weapons should 
be unwilling to respond to the 
initiative of the USSR and corn 
tinue to explode atomic and hy- 
drogen weapons as before, then 


the Soviet Union will be forced 
to act in the future on the)! 
question of nuclear tests by | 
taking into consideration the} . 
interests of its security. 

“The Soviet Union has more 
than once unilaterally taken 
measures for a reduction of its 
armed forces and armaments. 

“If the organizers of military 
preparations expect that the 
cause of disarmament will also 
in future continue to be unila- 
terally carried out by the So- 
viet Union alone, while the 
Western powers meanwhile in- 
crease their armaments, these 
are miscaiculations. 

“Disarmament can be found- 
ed only on honest agreement 
taking into account the in- 
terests of the security of all 
parties. 

“The Soviet Government, sub- 
mitting to the consideration of 
the Supreme Soviet the proposal 
for a unilateral eessation in the 
USSR of tests of atomic and 
hydrogen weapons, expects at 
the same time that the U.S.A, 
and Great Britain will join this 
decision of the Soviet Union, 
and will thereby make for their 
own part a contribution to the 
cause of the iimitation of the 
race of nuclear armaments and 
the diminution of the danger of 
atomic war. 

“The Soviet Government Is 
convinced that cessation of nu- 
clear tests carried out every- 
where will signify the beginning 
of a turning point in interna- 
tional relations towards the 
strengthening of confidence and 
peaceful cooperation between 
states.”

Balladila and Skinda mine 
areas, building and improving 
of related railways and 
seaports. 


The decision was significance 
as setting a precedent for-Japan- 
U.3-India cooperation in India’s 
economic development. 


The Government also decided 
to instruct Japanese Ambassa- 
dor to India Shiroshi Nasu to 
make an Official request to Wa- 
shington through his U.S. coun- 
terpart for the U.S, economic 
aid expected from ai asapecial 
Presidential fund. India itself 
has been already seeking the 
aid. 

According to the credit plan 
approved by the Cabinet, Japan 
willl purchase $2 million of iron 
ore annually from the Rourkela 
mine over a long period from 
1964 along with development of 
the mine. The ultimate annual 
purchase will be $5 million. 
Similar imports are expected 
from two other mines in future. 


The aggregate cost of the 
development project was put at 
$66,936,000, of which $10,709,000 
was for development of the 
three mines, $46,780,000 for 
railways and $9,450,000 for har- 
bors, 


Vinyl Chloride Deal 
Concluded With U.K. 


OSAKA—A contract for the 
export to Britain of 690 tons 
of vinyl chloride resin was con- 
cluded recently by the Kane- 
gafuchi Chemical Industry Co. 


It is reported to be the first 
time that a Japanese firm has 
succeeded in concluding a deal 
for the export of the resin in 
such a large amount. 


The resin, to be exported at 
a price of £128 per ton c.Lt., 
will be shipped out during the 
period from March to August 
through the Daiichi Bussan Co. 

Meanwhile, the Vinyl Chioride 
Association revealed yesterday 
that 4,008 tons of viny! chioride 
resin were exported during fis- 
cal 1957, eight tons more than 
the originally set target. 


Shanghai Developing 


Heavy Industries 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Shanghai plans to build, recon- 
struct or expand 698 factories 
during the current year the 
New China news agency said 
Sunday. 

Appropriations to build these 
factories, will be the biggest 
Shanghai has ever spent on capi- 
tal construction in any year, it 
added. 


H’kong Manufacturers 
Oppose Textile Quotas 


HONGKONG (Kyodo-Reuter) 
-—The Chinese Manufacturers 
Assn, here Sunday declared its 
firm opposition to any form of 
quota restrictions on its textile 
exports to Britain. 

A statement to this effect was 
iasued on the eve of Monday's 
crucial meeting between local 
textile interests and Sir Frank 
Lee, Permanent Secretary to 
the Board of Trade, who is try- 
ing to persuade them to accept 
a voluntary quota system, 

The association is the second 
to reject Sir Frank's proposals 
within 24 hours, and indicates 
much stiffer resistance to his 
mission than was apparent dur- 
ing last week's talks with local 
industry representatives. 

The manufacturer’s  state- 
ment, signed by Haking Wong, 
its president, said that neither 
the British Labor Party, India 
nor Ceylon were sufficient rea- 
sons for Hongkong accepting 
voluntary or any other type of 
limitation. 

“Hongkong has also the ques- 


tion of unemployment like 
Lancashire, and the Labor 
Party, like the Conservative 


Party, has to consider Common- 
wealth links.” 

Chu Sek Lam, chairman of 
the Hongkong Weavers Assn., 
and a member of the i2-man 
committee appointed to discuss 
the textile problem with Sir 
Frank, said last night that the 
weavers Would stand together 


against any proposals for a 
quota system. 
Wong today supported the 


weavers stand that restrictions 
would spell disaster for the 


1 Colony’s economy and said any 


blow against cotton might affect 
other products. 

“This special. envoy (Sir 
Frank) has brought to Hong- 
kong’s cotton textile industry 
and maybe other industries the 
prospects of crisis after crisis,” 
statement said,

We are worried not only 


about the success of Sir Frank 
Lee's visit, but also its failure, 
if we say no to his proposal, we 
may become the scapegoat for 
the shirking of responsibilities 
by biased British politicians and 
textile people. 

“This in turn may lead to 
more pressure from Lancashire 
and formal restrictions on the 
import of Hongkong fabrics to 
Britain.” 

Wong voiced the fear that if 
Britain enforced a quota system, 
other. Commonwealth countries 
like Canada and South Africa 
would naturaliy follow suit. 


Sources connected with this 
week’s discussions said Sir 
Frank had suggested an agree- 
ment could be reached which 
involved only Hongkong’s ex: 
ports of piece goods, 

In addition, plece goods pro- 
cessed in Britain and re-exported 
would not be affected, he is 
reported to have said. 


The sources added Sir Frank 
had said the British Government 
was prepared to make a 
separate agreement with Hong- 
kong, as it realized the Colony 
was in a different position to 
India and Pakistan, 


But he had stressed that 
India and Pakistan, before 
agreeing to go to London for 
talks, had made it clear they 
expected some arrangement to 
be made with Hongkong. 


And, he had added, if Hong: 
kong did not subscribe to the 
scheme, the whole idea of 
voluntary limits “might col- 
lapse,” and the British Govern- 
ment would face increased 
pressure from.

WASHINGTON — We 3 are 
warned not to meke invidious 
comperisons. But if any one 
wonts to gauge the decline of 
the Weeatern alliance in the 
Fisenhower years, the best way 
js to compare the previous ap- 
proach to the summit and the 


approach that is now being 
made, 
Thén, the Kremlin had to 


pay a heavy price in order to 
convince the Weetern nations 
that a summit meeting was 
worth the trouble and expense. 
Restoration of normal re- 
lations with Yugoslavia, which 
started the whole ferment in 
the Eastern Puropean satel- 
lites, wars the first installment. 
But freedom had to be granted 
to Austria, too, before Western 
skepticism was overcome. 


Now, no price of any kind 
has been paid by the Kremlin, 
although the Soviet § leaders’ 
eagerness for new summit talks 
is transparently obvious. In- 
stead, after proving their pow- 
er with the Sputniks, they have 
simply brandished ballistic mis- 
siles with H-bomb warheads. 
They have then proclaimed 
their longing for a cozy chat. 
The Western nations, like the 
ovstera in “Alice” are obedient- 
lv hastening to the feast. 


Then, the Western prepara- 
tions for the summit raliy were 
at Jeast confident and wnited. 
lt was certainiy more than 4 
little odd of President Bisen- 
hower and Sir Anthony Eden 
to wish to convince the Soviets 
that they were dedicated to 
peace at almost any price. But 
they and our other allies 
strangely agreed that ~ good 
things might thereby be ac- 
complished; and the rest of the 
Western aims at Geneva were 
perfectiy sensible and quite 
solidly prepared. 


Now, the Western summit 
preparations are marked by 
the very opposite of confidence 
and unity. Here in Washington, 
the American Administration is 
rapidly drifting toward agree- 
ing to close the atomic elub by 
temporary suspension of atomic 
tests, without much hope of get- 
ting any balancifig concessions 
on the other items in the so-call- 
ed disarmament “package.” So 
we shall grant this vear just 
what the Soviets most want and 
just what the wretched wrigg!- 
ing Harold Stassen was required 
to refuse all through the long 
London disarmament confer- 
ence. No doubt this will be 
hailed as a major triumph of 
United States diplomacy.

On the one hand, what- 
ever may have been the errors 
of Amercian foreign policy, the 
real cause of decline in the 
Western position has been de- 
fense policy. And, whatever 
his other drawbacks, the corm- 
parative firmness of Secretary 


Dulles has become a solid asset 
in the surrounding quagmire. 
a id ? 


On the other hand, despite the 
great “Western advantages of 
that period, the immediate 
sequel of the last summit meet- 
ing was the first decisive Soviet 
intervention in the vital, troub!- 
ed Middle East. Having heard 
the  Bisenhower-Eden  profes- 
sions of remorseless dedication 
to peace at alrnost any price, the 
Kremlin cheerfully sent Dimitri 
Shepliov to Cairo to sign the 
original arms contract with the 


Eaevptians. 
As of now, tn contrast, the 
danger in Saudi Arabia is 


thought to be so great that the 
whole Western position in the 
Middle East may perhaps col- 
lapse before the summit meet- 
ing can even be held. The Mid- 
dle Eastern danger in turn trag- 
ically threatens the second West- 
ern ally, Great Britain, with the 
end of her long and proud career 
as a great power. The third 
allv, France, Is also in danger 
of an internal coup d'etat, which 
will perhaps remove her from 
the Western Alliance altogether. 
And in the face of these and 
other perils, the leader of the 
West, the American Government, 
appears to be reacting with the 
approximate vivacity of a dead 
whale on a beach, ready to be 
dissected with any  blubber 
spade that may be handy, 
(Copyright 1958, N.Y. Herald 
Tribue Inc.)

‘What Do You Think of Japan?’ 


To the Editor: 

In reference to Mr. Mikio 
Hiramatsu’s article, “What Do 
You Think of Japan?” appear- 
ing in The Japan Times of 
March 28: 

Mr. Hiramatsu informs us 
that two British visitors to 
Japan, one of them being an 
Angus Wilson, “have come 
pretty close to grasping the true 
characterist ¢s of the Japanese 
people.” 


Proceeding, Mr. Hiramatsu 
quotes the following “words of 


deep understanding and real 
friendship” from Augus Wil- 
son: 


nett: Japanese seldom 
aye except to please Western- 
efs, yet they do laugh ana their 
laughter is not hysterics but is 
the result of a real sense of 
comedy and absurdity, a laugh 
of enjoyvment.—The Japanese 
are not only moving and cour- 
areous, objects of compassion, 
but also intelligent and success- 
ful, subjects for admiration.” 


In the first place, I would 
strongly doubt, without further 
investigation, any statement 
that implies that a Westerner 
forms a “deep understanding” 
of the “true characteristics” of 
the Japanese people after a few 
weeks in this country. This 
doubt becomes certainty when 
I note Angus Whlison’s state- 
ment quoted above. In the 
second place, it is a very dif- 
ficult matter to determine just 
what are the “true character- 
istics” of the Japanese but in 
any case I'll wager that they 
are not what most Japanese 
would like to think that they 
are. 

Since the days of Lafeadio 
Hearn, the Japanese smile (and 
laugh) has deceived more West- 
erners than you can shake two 
sticks at. Mr. Wilson becomes 
the latest to be deceived. He 
writes that the Japanese seldom 
smile. This is ridiculous. They 
spend half their waking hours 
smiling—and ilaughing.. 

The implication that the Japa- 
nese smile to please Western- 
ers is, 1 believe, completely 
without foundation. While 
true that they laugh at comic 
and absurd situations, it is equ- 
ally true that they laugh to 
conceal embarrassment, confu- 
sion, disappointment, and ner- 
vousness. When next Mr. Wil- 
son visits Japan, Mr. Hirama- 
tsu should show him a taxi cab 
driver laughing ag he gets a 
ticket from a traffic cop or a 


noodle delivery boy grinning as 
he picks up the remnants of 
the eight-tiered trays that he 
has just spilled in the midst of 
heavy traffic. 


The other day the Japanese 
family with whom I live had 
guests and sounds of merriment 
called me downstairs to learn 
the cause of such mirth, Their 
conversation was going some- 
thing like this: “Fine weather 
we're having.” (Chuckles). 
“How did vou get here today?” 
(Grins). “We came on the 
Seibu Line but it was very 
crowded.” (Fairly strong Bale 
of laughter). “Trains do get 
crowded, don’t they.” (This 
brought the house down.) “How 
is your sister-in-law?” (High- 
pitched giggles.) “She’s well, 
thanks.” (Smiles). “This cake 
tastes foul but won't you have 
some?” (As the Japanese would 
say, hofuku  zetto). “You 
shouldn't go to s0 much 
trouble” (Cackles). 

Now this may be laughter 
arising from enjoyment of a 
comic or absurd situation to 
Mr, Angus Wilson but I would 
Say that it is laughter com- 
pounded of nervousness, em- 
barrassment, and habit, with a 
dash of mental inanity thrown 
in. 

Mr. Wilson’s remarks about 
the Japanese being “moving 
and courageous, objects of com- 
passion, but also intelligent and 
successful, objects of admira- 
tion” stops me for a moment. 
Maybe it is the punctuation. 
Anyway, this sounds like the 
statement of a man who wants 
to say something nice but to 
Say it in such @ vague way that 
no one can really pin him dow. 
to what he means, 

Are the Japanese “moving” in 
the sense that they are forward 
or backward “moving” or are 
they “moving” objects of pity 
or are they constantly “moving” 
about physically in a shifty 
manner? If they are “success- 
ful,” does he mean that they 
were “successful” in starting 
the Pacific War or “successful” 
in squeezing ‘an inordinately 
large number of undernourished 
people into four small islands or 
“successful” im developing a 
society In which individuality js 
oppressed, blind obedience to 
authority js admired, and people 
are judged by their “chili” and 
“katagaki” (social position and 
title) rather than by their true 
worth and intrinsic qualities?

Committee of the Communist 
Party, had reduced the Govern- 
ment headed by Malenkov to 
parity with the party, 

In early 1955, when Khrush- 
chev got Malenkov fired as Pre- 
mier and replaced by Nikolai 
Bulganin, he simultaneously 
established the supremacy of 
the Communist Party over the 
government apparatus. 

From early 1955 through 1957 
Khrushchev worked to reduce 
the government to a role as a 
shadow government for the 
party. 

One big step was the s0- 
called plan, for decentralization 
of industry which Khrushchev 
put through in early 1957. 
Coincidentally with this plan 
Khrushchev reduced drastically 
the number of deputy premiers 
and the number of ministers in 
the Soviet Council of Ministers 
-—the Cabinet. 

This led directly to the show- 
down between Khrushchev and 
Deputy Premiers V. M. Molotov, 
Lazar Kaganovich and Georgi 
Malenkov. 

Up to the point when Molo- 
tov, Kaganovich and Malenkov 
were eliminated as _ rivals, 
Khrushchev feared they might 
be able to use the government 
apparatus against him. 

Now that Khrushchev has be- 
come Premier, he presumably 
need no longer fear letting the 
government apparatus have 
more authority in Soviet affairs. 

In fact he may well decide it 
is now in his direct interest to 
build up the importance of the 
government as a counterweight 
to the powerful Communist 
Party secretariat which he 
created, 

Like Stalin he may feel that it 
would be just as well to have 
two strings in his bow—party 
and government—and all them

The Labor Scene 


By BENJAMIN MARTIN 


Union Leader Visits U.S. and England 


Although many Japanese 
labor leaders have made visits 
to the United States, I have 
the impression that only 4 
minority undertook the journey 
without strongly preconceived 
notions and with a sufficient de- 
gree of perception which would 
permit the attainment of an 
“absorbed experience.” Eichi 
Ochiai, secretary general of the 
28,000 member Shinsanbetsu 
(National Federation of Indus- 
trial Labor Organizations) is 
one of these rare types. He has 
just returned from..*, six-week 
tour of the United States and 
four weeks in England as an 
invited guest of the two Gov- 
ernments. Consequently the 
impressions of his. travels bear 
uncommon interest. 


At 42 Ochiai is recognized as 
one of the outstanding products 
ef Japan’s postwar labor re- 
naissance. After graduating 
from Yokohama National Uni- 
versity where he majored in 
applied chemistry, he was 
employed by the Toshiba 
Flectrical Manufactyring Corp. 
for eight years as an engineer. 

When a union was organized 
at Toshiba in December 1945 he 
became its president; succes- 
sively he was named head of 
the Kanto area division and 
president of the National Fede- 
ration of Electrical Manufac- 
turing Workers Union upon its 
establishment. 


Leading Spirit 


When his union became an 
affiliate of Sanbetsu (Congrcas 
of Industrial Labor Unions of 
Japan) he became a member of 
the national executive board. In 
1948 an anti-Communist move- 
ment (Mindo) was organized 
within Sanbetsu and Ochiai be- 
came one of its leading spirits. 
When elements of the Mindo 
group split and formed the Shin- 
sanbetsu in 1949, he was elected 
secretary general, a post which 
he has continued to hold to this 
day. 

During his six-week visit to 
the U.S. he was able to travel 
widely through the South, Mid- 
die West, East and Southwest. 
Like so many foreign visitors he 
was overwhelmed by the physi- 
cal vastness of the country; he 
feels that this feature of Amer- 
ica has affected the lives of the 
people who tend to be less inhi- 
bited and insular in their out- 
look. People are usually quite 
friendly to foreigners and stran- 
gers. 

Americans, including labor 
leaders, exhibit a striking lack 
of knowledge of international 
affairs in contrast to the Japa- 
nese who are most sensitive to 
world affairs. He would care- 
fully go through the news- 
papers every day but only rare- 
y did he find any items deal- 
ing with Japan. 

He attended a portion of the 
National AFL-CIO convention 
where he listened to a speech 
by a delegate representing the 
Alaskan Fisherman's Union 
who advocated the regulation of 
Japanese salmon fishing and 
proposed that the Government 
should prohibit the import of 
Japanese canned salmon until 
Japan agreed to fishing controls. 

Stimulating Experience 

Ochiai feit that the representa- 
tive of the Alaskan fishermen 
did not fully understand the 
circumstances in which Japan 
finds itself. There is a necessity 
for a greater int change of 
ideas and information between 
our two labor movements. A 
more effective exchange of in- 
formation between the Japan 
Seamen's Union and their Amer- 
ican counterparts might have 
helped to work out this problem 
in such a manner as not to 
jeopardize relations between the 
Japanese and American people. 
He had praise for the diploma- 
tic manner in which this prob- 
lem was handled by the AFL- 
CIO leaders. 

The United Auto Workers 
Union (UAW) convention which 
he attended in Detroit deeply 
impressed him. It was the first 
time that he witnessed so large 
a union confab (3,000 delegates). 
The convention atmosphere was, 
for him, extraordinary and 
stimulating, far different from 
that of a Japanese labor conven- 
tion. 

During the vigorous debates 
on the consideration of Walter 
Reuther's proposal to include a 
profit-sharing plan in the com- 
ing contract negotiations with 
the major auto makers, despite 
the existence of a great deal of 
controversy, the discussions 


were conducted in an atmos- 
phere of self-discipline and 
fraternity. For Ochiai this was 


inspiring for Japanese union 
conferences often tend to become 
overly-emotional and delegates 
lose their sense of harmony and 
basic solidarity. 


The most vital difference be- 
tween Japanese and American 
unions is found in the “enter- 
prise” structure of Japanese 
labor organizations which pre- 
vents the development of a freo 
labor market. For example a 
skilled worker at Toshiba 
Electric is not able to sell his 
skill freely to the highest bidder 
which is contrary to the 
practices and outlook of the 
American labor movement, 


American unions are highly 
centralized on a national basis 
which makes for greater ef- 
fectiveness. The manner in 
which union national head- 
quarters maintain all sorts of 
accurate and detailed records 
on local unions and member- 
ship is truly remarkable, 

' Views Confirmed 


'I asked Ochiai how his vision 
of America has changed since 
his visit. He answéred that 
generally, much of what he had 
read or believed came to be 
fairly well-confirmed. On the 
problem of Negro discrimina- 
tion he felt that what he had 
seen and observed was at vari- 
ance with previously held 
beliefs. When he visited the 
South he began to understand 
how deeply the problem of 
discrimination is situated and 
that it is a sensitive, complicat- 
ed question which cannot be 
fully eliminated by a simple 
political or legal action. 

Above all he was impressed 
by the sense of freedom and 
uninhibited outlook of the 
people. 

Landing at a London airport 
following a flight from New 
York, he found the English way 
of life in sharp contrast to the 
noisy frantic pace of New York. 
Englishmen seemed to proceed 
at a more leisurely pace. Stores

British Unions 

In the U.S. the styles of many 
buildings exhibit a highly 
modern trend with little bor- 
rowings from past traditions 
while in England one observes 
everywhere architectural rem- 
nants of the high period of the 
British empire. In ways of life 
this difference js also apparent; 
the American emphasis is on 
new ways while in England the 
trend jis more toward preserv- 
ing much of the old traditions 
and styles. For example in Lon- 
don there are many autos in 
operation which would ‘be 
museum pieces in the United 
States. 

In terms of structure he 
found English unions even more 
centralized than those in the 
U.S. Employers’ organizations 
are also highly organized in 
most industries which has made 
it possible for the two parties to 
conduct collective bargaining on 
a national scale. In America 
while numerous labor organiza- 
tions are centralized they still 
find it necessary, in many in- 
stances, to bargain with indivi- 
dual employers. 


British emplover associations 
are usually much more on the 
defensive than their Japanese 
counterparts. In England it is 
almost always the unions that 
take the initiative while in 
Japan employers are constantly 
and aggressively forcing unions 
to remain in a defensive pos- 
ture. 

English trade unionists have 
become so well-assimilated into 
the social fabric that they are 
now an integral part of society 
but in Japan unionists are look- 
ed upon by the general public 
as some form of “pariah” and 
are far from being accepted.
